U.S. Fleet 
Heads for 
Guantanamo 


HAVANA (A P) 
—U.S. Atlantic 
fleet units headed toward Guan­ 
tanam o Bay and the Caribbean 
today on annual m aneuvers cer 
tain to draw strong criticism from 
Fidel Castro’s propaganda outlets. 
A flotilla of 150 naval units, in­ 
cluding the $90-million 45,000-ton 
supercarrier Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, three guided missile cruisers 
and two nuclear subm arines, will 
take part in the Caribbean exer­ 
cise that starts today and rims 
until the end of M arch. A ‘etal of 
140,000 officers and men will p ar­ 
ticipate. 
A Navy spokesman in Puerto 
Rico said the ships will go in and 
out of the U. S. Navy base at 
Guantanam o Bay, the last major 
foothold on Cuban territory, ‘ in 
the norm al run of things."

and have no connection with the

in New York City while wreaths 
were laid in honor of the North­ 
ern com m ander, Gen. Ulysses S 
G rant, at his tom b on the bank 
of the Hudson River.

III,

Civil War Centennial Commission 
placed the first of four wreaths 
in front of the tomb.

Congress — Heart of America 


Again the Congress of the United 
States meets in session to attend 
to the people’s business This is 
the realise center of government. 
Congress is a continuous body, 
two thirds of the Senate remaining 
in office no matter how many ele­ 
ctions are held. The House of Re­ 
presentatives lasts only two years 
and then has to be re elected. Both 
House and Senate committees are 
continuous and meet at call when 
ever it is suitable. 
The 87th Congress, which went 
into session January 3. faces a 
new President, a new Cabinet, but 
most of its committee chairmen 
will be the same by the rule of sen­ 
iority which is the most convenient 
rule thus far discovered for such 
a purpose. 
Occasionally, a dumb cluck em­ 
erges to the chairmanship of an 
itmportant committee. But not too 
often. A man who has remained 
in the Congress long enough to be­ 
come a committee chairman has 
learned a great deal by experien­ 
ce and has discovered the essence 
of r e p r e s e n t a t iv e government 
which is that in a republic the will 
of no one man can be made to pre­ 
vail 
Republican 
government 
it 
govrenment by compromise. 
President Kennedy will be inau­ 
gurated 17 days after the Congress 
goes into session. He will be inau­ 
gurated 
by 
the usual ceremony 
and excitement. But almost im­ 
mediately he will send to Congress 
his long list of appointees, includ­ 
ing the members of his Cabinet. 
These persons will have to be con­ 
firmed by 
the 
Senaet. Usually, 
there is little fuss about Cabinet 
officers, the assumption being that 
a President is entitled to have his 
own 
The American Cabinet is unlike 
any similar body anywhere. Its 
members are not political officials. 
They are literally secretaries to 
the President, having no political 
rights of their own. Tbe President 
may dismiss a Cabinet officer at 
will. Cabinet officers do not con­ 
stitute a government, as they do 
in Great Britain; they are, to re- j 
peat, Presidential assistants 
He alone is responsible for the 
government After he is elected, 
hi* responsibility is to Congress, 
which can, under certain conditi­ 
ons. impeach him. But Congress 
may not re elect a President; that 
only the p e o p l e can do once by 
choosing electors in each state. 
The constitutional system is de­ 
signed to prevent tyranny, to main­ 
tain a representative republic bas­ 
ed upon a division of authority and 
responsibility. 
A President can, by his person­ 
a lis , 
character 
and 
popularity 
make himself 
so 
powerful 
that 
< orig re ss becomes politically de­ 
pendent upon him. This happened 
during some years of the Franklin 
I). Roosevelt Presidency. 
Other times, there are men in 
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Congress, particularly in the Sen­ 
ate. who are so superior to the 
President in the minds of the peo­ 
ple, that the President shrinks be­ 
fore them. This was true of such 
Senators as Daniel Webster. Henry 
Clay. John C. Calhoun and in re­ 
cent years. Robert A. Taft. There 
do not seem to be men of this type 
about these days. 
President Kennedy will have to 
accept the Eisenhower budget at 
first because the fiscal year for 
the 
American government 
ends 
on June 30. Nevertheless as his 
program for new’ legislation is in­ 
troduced, budgetary changes will 
come about automatically. 
It will be possible to judge whe 
ther this will be a conservative, a 
liberal or a radical Administrat­ 
ion by the very first measures that 
are sent to Congress. It will also 
be visible at once whether the Pre­ 
sident has sufficient 
strength to 
carry through his program or whe­ 
ther his Congressional liaion of 
fleers will have to compromise for 
votes.

Sometimes there is criticism of 
these committees, of the methods 
they employ, but they serve the 
public as sensors of the morality 
of public officials and therefore 
are to be respected Methods may 
be corrected, but destroyed or for­ 
gotten data may become rot at the 
core of a country.

2 Guards, Convict Injured 
In Pennsy Prison Escape Try 


$80,000 Damage Listed 
In Columbus Cafe Fire 
COLUMBUS. 
Ohio (A P)—B ar­ 
rels 
of 
cooking 
oil. 
bottles 
of 
liquor and soft drinks exploded in 
m achine gun-like sequence as fire 
men Sunday fought a blaze that 
leveled the Del Rio R estaurant 
here. 
The fire was preceded by an 
explosion, possibly caused by 
a 
gas leak, that blew out the back 
and both side walls. The brick 
and wooden-frame structure was 
vacant at the time. Firem en esti­ 
m ated dam age at $80,000. 


PHILADELPHIA (A P) — State 
police with shotguns, advancing 
behind a barrage of tear gas, 
quickly quelled an attem pted es­ 
cape at the E astern State Peni­ 
tentiary Sunday night. 
Two guards were stabbed with 
makeshift knives, neither serious­ 
ly. A convict received a skull frac­ 
ture. 
Fourteen 
convicts 
engineered 
the attem pted break, state troop­ 
ers said. The 14 opened the cell 
doors of hundreds of other pris­ 
oners in the m axim um security 
block, apparently in a move to 
create 
confusion, 
but 
only 
18 
others left their cells. 
The 14 surrendered meekly in 
a prison garage, giving up nine 
hostages. One of the hostages had 
been wounded. Four of the cons 
were in guard uniform s. 
The disturbance started shortly 
before 8 p.m. W arden W.J. Ban- 
miller said guard Donald Carr. 40. 
allowed 
one 
prisoner 
to 
enter 
another's cell to return a guitar. 
Both 
jumped 
C arr, 
who 
was 
stabbed in the left shoulder. He 
dropped his keys and ran. 
The two convicts then ran to 
the cell block door, unlocked it, 
overpowered 
guard 
Ll. 
William 
Righter, 59, and began unlocking 
all doors in the m axim um secur­ 
ity cellblocks. Righter suffered a 
superficial knife cut in the ab­ 
domen and was taken as hostage. 
The first two convicts, picking 
up a dozen accom plices and other 
hostages along the way, then ap­ 
proached one of the main gate 
guards. 
“ They told me they were going 


to 
ahoot 
the 
guards 
unless 
I 
opened the door,” said guard Tom 
McDonald. “ I pointed a shotgun 
at them through the bars and they 
ran aw ay.” 
The 14 went to the deputy w ar­ 
den's office, setting it afire, be­ 
fore moving to the prison garage, 
where they located a truck and 
prepared to scale the wall. They 
had a rope fashioned from m at­ 
tress covers and a ladder from 
the garage. 
At this tim e state police—who 
with city police had ringed the 
prison with a heavily arm ed cor­ 
don-m oved inside the 40-foot high I 
gray 
walls 
of 
the 
131-year-old 
brownstone prison located just a 
few 
blocks 
from 
Philadelphia's 
City Hall. 
Within 45 m inutes the mopping 
up operation was over, the con­ 
victs stripped, searched and re ­ 
turned to their cells.
